The Past, The Preseat and Ths’ Future. 


Poets have written of “The past I leave behind”; méh of affairs have, 
stated the same thing; wayfaring youth promising to reform have made 
Such declarations; all of us have been exhorted to “let the dead past bury 
its dead.” : 

But can the past ever be left v-holly behind? Does it not alwaya intrude 
into the present and even project itself into the future? Is not the present 
made up largely of the acoumulated experiences of the past, and will not 

he future be moulded in the experience of today? All history proves that 
this is so. 


Furthermore, even if it were possible to leave the past behind, to wipe 
the whole slate clean and begin all over again as if what has gone before 
had never been, would it be a wise course of action? In some respects, per- 
haps, yes; in other respects most decidedly, no. Ww. 

The past, it is true, is now only of value for the experiences it has pro- 
vided, for the lessons it has taught, for the accumulations of wisdom it has 
thus stored up for our guidance, for the advances that have been made, and 
are now ours, in-the onward and upward march of the race since prehistoric 
days. And it is because of these gains that it would be most unwise to 
completely blot out the past, even if we could. 

Even the mistakes, the errors, the foolishness, the sins of the past 
should not be forgotten; they, too, have ‘their value,..“They are the sign- 
posts along the road of the presént, stretching on into the’future, to warn us 
of dangers, to point out what to avoid. : 

But the past and its experiences, insofar as they resulted in discourag 
ments and disappointments, weakening our wills, breaking our courage, les- 
sening our initiative and energies, should be relegated to the limbo ‘of the 
forgotten. They have no value, and constitute nothing but hampering drags 
now and throughout the days and years to come. . They may well be wholly 
erased from our memories; left to the past to be forever buried by and in it. 

And the present? It is our only opportunity. We may have a future, 
and we may not; no one can tell. But we have the present; it is now ours 
to use or abuse: And we have the past to guide us in the manner 
method of its use. And the future, if we are accorded one, will largely 
be what we make it by the use, or abuse, we make of the present. 

Down through the ages our customs of life, our daily habits, our modes 
of thought and action, our institutions of government, our community ex- 
istence, even our physical beings, have been developing and moulded to the 
forms of today. Man has profitedyby the léssons and experiences of the 
past, and he must continue in the present to profit, to learn, and to apply 
his learning to the problems of the present if his own future, and the future 
of his children and of the race, is to be better and brighter than is the 
present. 

From the dark ages to the present, mankind and the world in which we 
live has progressed. At different stages progress was been achieved by 
great upheavals, by revolution, but it has been through the less spectacular 
peaceful processes of evolution that the greatest upward strides have been 
made, those having the most far-reaching, most beneficial and lasting results 
for the betterment of all. This very fact, these experiences out of the past, 
have a lesson for the world of mankind today. . z 

. We have. been suffering from a so-called business and ecoriomic depres- 
sion. Times have been difficult and discouraging. Men and women in all 
‘countries and in all walks of life have been, and many still are, discouraged. 
Some are desperate, and talk revolution. But the past, if we will heed its 
warnings, teaches us that by revolution they suffered the most, whatever 
may have been the ultimately beneficial reforms which followed, while it has 
been by and through evolution that the greatest gains and blessings to the 
masses of the world’s inhabitants have been secured. 

In times like the present, men’s views become distorted and their think- 
ing unsound. This is but natural; it is, indeed, human nature. They are 
prepared to go to extremes in the present without counting the cost of what 
the future will call upon them and their descendants to pay for the mistakes 
they may thereby make, 

The present, therefore, is not a time for men to say: “The past I leave 
behind,” except in the sense that they leave the errors and follies and unsound 
thinking of the past out of their reckoning and plans for the present and 
future. Rather‘it is a time to remember and closely study the past, the 
experiences of the past, and the results which flowed from those experiences, 
with a view and a determination to profit thereby, rejecting what time and 
experience has proven to be bad, and incorporating, extending, strengthen- 
ing those ideas and principles which have revealed their soundness into the 
warp and woof of the future.

ing case and methods used by the 
Fish Culture Branch of the Fisheries 
Department. 

The eggs left the Miramichi hatch- 
ery at South Esk on February 29, and 
began their railway trip from New- 
castle a few hours later, They 
reached Big Creek on the other side 
|of the continent on March 8, making 
the trip in one of the special cases 
used by the Fish Culture Branch for 
shipments of this kind—a _ case in- 
sulated with dry moss and having a 
filled ice box at the top to serve the 
double purpose of preventing the tem- 
perature from mounting unduly and 
helping to maintain sufficient mois- 


Further shipments of seed oats will 
be made from Alberta to the drought- 
stricken areas of Saskatchewan, ac- 
cording to G, M. Stewart, district in- 
spector of the Dominion seed branch 
in Calgary. 

Some time ago one million bushels 
of seed: oats were shipped from the 
Peace River area to Saskatchewan. 
The further shipments will be made 
from other parts of Alberta only as 
the surplus supply of seed oats in the 
Peace River country has been used, 

Mr. Stewart said a request has been 
i received from Saskatchewan authorit- 
ies for additional supplies of seed 
oats, The previous shipments having 
been insufficient. 


Saving Canada’s Antelope 


Interesting Chapter In the Story Of 
Wild Life Conservation 

The history of Nemiskam National 
Park, Alberta, Canada, is an interest- 
ing chapter in the story of wild life 
conservation. Overcoming what ap- 
peared to be insurmountable difficul- 
ties, forty-two antelope were enclosed 
in a fenced-in area 4n southwestern 
Alberta in 1915, and, in contrast to

Invention In Paris Observatory 


Responds To Telephone Call 

“Hallo! Hallo! Is that the Observa- 
tory clock? What time is it, please?” 
And politely the clock will reply with 
the exact time°at that moment. This 
invention was-described by the Direc- 
tor of the Paris Observatory at a 
sitting of the Academy of Science. 
Every day hundreds of peoplé, ring 
up the observatory to know the right 
time, and the personnel at the observ- 
atory reply, but it was found that 
this really wastes too much time. So 
a@ wonderful clock has been invented, 
which can practically speak, and 
which, when the telephone bell rings, 
will automatically give the exact 
time. This result is obtained by 
means of a revolving drum, which 
registers twenty-four for the hour, 
sixty for thé minutes and sixty for 
the seconds. An electrically worked 
film, which is placed opposite to the 
apparatus, will, register aloud, on 
the principle of the talkie, the righ 
time a moment after the telephone 
bell rings. There is to be a special 
number on the automatic telephone 
for the observatory clock, so that it 
will be enough to dial the number to 
hear the clock. strike hours, ,minutes, 
and seconds, to the nearest dixth ofa 
minute.

RETRENCHMENT NECESSARY 


The lowering of the tax rate for 
1932. by 9 mills, has naturally mev 
with the approval of every ratepay- 
er of the town, and the council ‘+s 
receiving congratulations from all 
sides. 

There is no dowbt that the high 
rate prevailing in the past has held 
down the development of Lacombe. 
Especially since the taxation of im- 
provements eame into effect,  citi- 
zens have thought twice before mak- 
ing improvements, knowing that they 
were to be penalized for so doing. 

With every other industry in the 
country cutting down expenses and 
so reducing costs; with all living 
costs lower than they have ever been, 
a reduction of taxes was right in line, 
although the ratepayers never lov. - 
ed for a reduction of 22% pem cen.. 
in one year. And our council says 
this is mot to be the end of reduc- 
tions. We have interviewed severai 
of the councillors, and they are yn- 
animous in their determination to 
get Lacombe’s tax rate still bower. 
They have figured out the estimates 
very closely, and are of the opinion 
that they can bring the town through 
1932 without a ‘deficit. But every 
cent, will have to count, 

It is the apinion of members of 
the council that salaries paid by the 
town are a little out of line with sal- 
aries paid by other organizations. 
Salaries paid at prevent are at the 
same level, if not higher, then dur- 
ing the past years when we were roll- 
ing in wealth. Without any doubt 
living costs are from 20 p.c, to 30p.c. 
lower than three or four years ago, 
and thie fact must be taken into con- 
sideration. 

The School Board has made a good 
start, and their estimates for the 
year are lowered $1500. The Hospit- 
al Board, at the last meeting, decid- 
ed that a cut in salaries of their 
staff was necessary, and made an all 
around reduction of 10 p.c. The 
businesamen of Lacombe have also 
made necessary cuts in salaries tu 
meet the times, and we do not think | 
the Council will be inflicting any 
hardship by making elight redue-| 
tioms all around.
